It was 10 a. m. Saturday, duly 25th, 
when we had steamed up the Mersey 
into Liverpool. 
At 12, noon of August 
22 just four weeks later to the day, we 
steamed out of the harbor of South­ 
ampton, with prow set for the land of 
Pride Sam. 
On the evening of the day 
of our arrival wo took the train out of 
Liverpool, England, greatest m art of 
trade, to Windermon in the heart of 
the Cambrian mountains 
near 
the 
border of the Irish sea and opposite 11 1♦? 
Isle of Man. 
First we visited Winder- 
mere, so happily called “ Wordsworth* 
shere,” by the poet Lowell. 
It is a 
quaint looking place although built 
wholly within the last 50 years: as in­ 
artificial as the mountain walls that 
hem it in. 
The next day, Sunday, we 
went to church. 
To the credit of the 
preachers, four of whom were in our 
party, I must testify th a t they do go 
t ) church when away from home, and 
do it under no compulsion. 
After 
dinner we visited 
Brantwood, 
the 
home ot Ruskin. the only living writer 
of the Lake Region. 
On our 
way 
we passed the school house in which is 
a 
desk 
carved 
with 
the letter^ 
“ W. W , ” the initials of Wordsworth, 
cut there by himself when a lad attend­ 
ing school. 
Keeping close to the main 
road, we wheel along for about two 
miles to Brantwood. 
Visitors at the 
homes of gre at men usually carry let­ 
ters of intooduction ahd we had none. 
For the past few years the mind of the 
great man Ruskin has been under a 
cloud, not far removed from insanity— 
the result pe rha ps of advancing years, 
(he is now 77), of failure in financial 
ventures, and of domestic troubles— 
his wife having left him to become the 
wife of his painter friend, Sir John 
Millais. 
A 
plain, 
square-built, 
squarish- 
roofed, two-story house is Brrntwood. 
We make our approach by a driveway 
which leaves the main road 200 feet 
bactc but continues on about the same 
level, while the main road bears down 
the hillside. 
A kind reception from 
the man in charge opens the way for us 
to ask the privilege of photographing 
the house, which was freely given. 
ft 
was the fortune of a 
few members 


of the party to see looking out of the 
window at them the old 
writer him ­ 
self. standing there with bowed head 
and with hair and beard whitened with 
the cares anti anxieties of over three, 
quarters of a century. 
We pluck the 
customary Ilowcr and grasp the custo­ 
mary handful of pebbles and are again 
ou our journey. 
T he next morning we started to 
K e s ­ 
wick. 
On the .vay we passed the old 
home of Christopher North, for years 
the editor of Blackwood’s Magazine. 
Next we visited the oid home of H a rt­ 
ley Coleridge. 
In the same village 
once lived H a rriet Martineau. 
Next we stopped before a home which 
would be a shj'ine to every schoolboy 
of the land —the home of Dr. Arnold of 
Rugby. 
T h e place is now owned by 
one of bis daughters and is called Fu.v 
How. 
On our return trip we passed 
the little chapel so beautifully

tioned by ( 'oleridge:
